Planning 
law move 
welcomed 
by farmer 

A FARMER whose 1,000- 
cow dairy development is 
being held up by planning 
law has welcomed a change 
in legislation where a new 
court will tackle unneces¬ 
sary delays. 

Reforms to the judicial 
review system, which will 
see legal disputes over major 
developments fast-tracked 
for consideration, could help 
Fraser Jones, whose Lower 
Leighton Farm near Welsh¬ 
pool is currently the focus of 
a high-profile case in the 
planning courts. 

Although Mr Jones was 
granted permission in Octo¬ 
ber, a challenge to the deci¬ 
sion by the World Society for 
the Protection of Animals 
has halted work. 

County lawyer and senior 
partner at FBC Manby 
Bowdler, Niall Blackie, wel¬ 
comed the reforms on behalf 
of Mr Jones. 

He said: “Mr Jones has 
been prevented from start¬ 
ing work on a project which 
was approved four months 
ago, but presently it could 
take another six months 
until the challenge and trial 
process can start. 

“It is particularly impor¬ 
tant to cut the time frame 
down. Presently, a case 
might be issued just within 
the six week time limit and 
then take eight or nine 
months to get to a hearing. 

“I’m delighted to see the 
changes which will unclog 
the judicial review system.” 

Police plea 
after attack 

A MAN was robbed of £60 
and his mobile phone after 
being set upon in Oswestry. 

Police are seeking wit¬ 
nesses to the assault, saying 
that the 22-year-old man 
was set up upon by four men 
and a woman. 

Four people have since 
been arrested on suspicion 
of robbery and given bail. 

The robbery happened at 
around 1.15am on Saturday 
in Blackgate Street. 

Detective Constable Paul 
Rogers, said: “We are 
appealing for witnesses to 
contact Shrewsbury CID by 
calling 101.” 


VILLAGERS LOSE 
35-HOME FIGHT 


OBJECTORS have lost their battle to stop 35 
homes being built in West Felton. 

Villagers have campaigned against plans for the 
new development of homes and four commercial 
units on land owned by the Tedsmore Estate at West 
Felton, but this week Shropshire Council granted 
permission. 

Planning councillors backed the application because 
the county does not have five years of allocated building 
land and is having to follow the Government’s National 
Planning Policy Framework.

Rory Galliers, for the 
developer Balfours, who 
revealed he also lived in the 
village, said West Felton 
had 1,400 residents and yet 
there had only been 10 to 
12 letters of objection to the 
scheme.

“The 35 houses will 
include 10 bungalows with 
the remainder a mix of 
large and small family 
homes so the effect on the 
infrastructure, such as the 
school, has been reduced,” 
he said. 

“The site is a small and 
oddly shaped piece of agri¬ 
cultural land with the use 
of large agricultural vehi¬ 
cles having been a constant 
cause of complaint. In fact 
it has not been cropped for 
some time.” 

A scheme for 10 bunga¬ 
lows to be built in Mapsis 
Way, Morda was also given 
planning permission at the 
planning meeting on Tues¬ 
day. 

Councillor Joyce Barrow 
told the meeting: “We are 
in danger of changing the 
character of our hamlets 
and villages if we carry on 
granting these develop¬ 
ments.” 


From this to this - in just one week 


committee Steve Haworth 
said that residents felt the 
village had reached capac¬ 
ity and that the parish plan 
was against more develop¬ 
ment. 

“Most of the residents 
live in houses that have 
been built over the past 25 
years - this is not a ques¬ 
tion of stubborn villagers 
not wanting to play their 
part in development,” he 
said. 

“This is a dormitory vil¬ 
lage that is at the tipping 
point of sustainability. West 
Felton could swing from 
rural village to suburbia.” 

County Councillor Steve 
Charmley said he had orig¬ 
inally been in favour of 
some small scale develop¬ 
ment in West Felton. 

Councillor Martin Ben¬ 
nett said there were cur¬ 
rently planning 

permissions pending for 
7,000 houses in Shropshire 
which developers are sit¬ 
ting on. 

“Developers are not 
developing. Yet because we 
do not have a five-year allo¬ 
cation of housing land we 
have to follow the National 
Planning Policy Frame¬ 
work. 

“Our back is against the 
wall and a pistol is against 
our head.” 

“It appears that, unless 
the plan is to put a housing 
estate right on the top of

PEOPLE in the Oswestry and Welsh¬ 
pool areas are bracing themselves for 
even more severe weather after heavy 
rain and snow this week.

Police chief 
in surprise 
appearance 
at meeting 

WEST Mercia’s Police and 
Crime Commissioner made 
his first public appearance 
on Monday since an opera¬ 
tion for lung cancer and 
revealed that he would soon 
be starting chemotherapy. 

Bill Longmore, made a 
surprise appearance at the 
meeting of Oswestry Town 
Council, alongside his 
deputy, Barry Sheldon, who 
had been invited to attend. 

The 75-year-old said he 
had wanted to attend after 
being unable to fulfil his 
engagement when he fell ill 
earlier this year. 

He told councillors and 
members of the public: “I 
recently had an operation 
and unfortunately surgeons 
were unable to remove any 
of the cancer. 

“I have to go for 
chemotherapy but I shall go 
on and fight this. If it were 
10-15 years ago people 
would be asking ‘how long 
have you got’ but medical 
changes have been great and 
I hope I will be here for some 
long time. 

“I love this job and I have 
a deputy in Barry who works 
incredibly hard. We work 
together and we share the 
same ideals. We want to 
work for the good of the peo¬ 
ple.” 

Mr Longmore praised the 
National Health Service 
whose care was “superb”. 

He said he hoped he 
would be able to continue 
his role during his treat¬ 
ment. 

Funds found 
for cameras 

OSWESTRY has been prom¬ 
ised funding to run the 
town’s CCTV system for 
three years by the Police and 
Crime Commissioner. 

But Bill Longmore and his 
deputy Barry Sheldon were 
unable to give an assurance 
to Oswestry Town Council 
on Monday night that West 
Mercia would give any fund¬ 
ing to renew the town centre 
system, which is out of date.

Lucky escape as tree 
crashes into house

A FAMILY escaped injury when a 
tree crashed onto their home at 
West Felton at the height of the 
weekend storms. 

Rain, snow, ice and floods there was no 
let-up to the misery as Shropshire and Mid 
Wales suffered yet more extreme weather 
this week. 

Peter Stokes, his wife and two children, 
were inside their home at Nursery Close, 
West Felton on Sunday when a 40ft oak tree 
from a neighbour’s garden crashed down. 

Ceilings of an upstairs bathroom and bed¬ 
room collapsed while the ceiling of a down¬ 
stairs dining room also caved in following 
the impact at the height of the storm. 

Thunder 

Neighbours reported hearing a sound like 
“thunder” as the tree came down, also caus¬ 
ing damage to the family’s Rover 25 which 
was parked in the drive. 

Robert Lawson, who lives on the estate, 
said: “I heard it come down. It sounded like 
thunder. It was definitely the winds, they 
were really strong.” The family of four are 
now staying with relatives while the struc¬ 
tural damage to their home is assessed. 

Elsewhere flooding brought chaos to the 
border areas as the River Severn broke its 
banks causing widespread problems as fore¬ 
casters predicted more severe weather for 
the rest of the week. 

The A490 between Welshpool and Forden 
was closed to traffic for the second week run-

ning at Cilcewedd with vehicles again trapped in 
the water close to the Montgomeryshire Airport, 
flooding hit roads in the Llandrinio areas. 

Many side roads were blocked by surface water 
and the B4385 between Garthmyl and Forden was 
also closed to traffic as the Severn broke its banks 
close to the former Montgomery Railway Station. 
Farmland in the Pool Quay, Llanymynech and

Maesbury areas was under deep water until Mon¬ 
day when the rain was followed by flurries of heavy 
snow in both Oswestry and Welshpool, bringing 
even more problems for motorists. 

On Wednesday, an amber warning to “be pre¬ 
pared”, for strong wind was in force for Mid Wales 
as more severe weather was forecast to hit the area 
with no sign of a let-up.

Decision on CAB 
due next week 

THE future of Powys Citi¬ 
zens Advice Bureau will be 
decided next week, before 
going to full council for rub¬ 
ber stamping the week after. 

An informal meeting has 
been held between council¬ 
lors and the cabinet. 

Cllr Darren Mayor, said: 
“The council is facing a 
£20m shortfall in the coming 
financial year and a stagger¬ 
ing £40m gap over three 
years following on a 4.5 per 
cent cut in overall funding 
from the Welsh Govern¬ 
ment.”

Campaign group, HOOOH - Hands Off Old Oswestry Hillfort - is organising 
the event to highlight the archaeological and historical significance of the hillfort 
which is under threat of proposed development close to it.

Doctor warns 
that cuts could 
hit watchdog 

PROPOSED cuts to the budget for operat¬ 
ing community health councils across Wales 
could be so harsh that they could make it 
impossible to run the health watchdog cov¬ 
ering Mid Wales, a doctor has warned. 

The Montgomeryshire Health Council 
gets a share of a £3.9 million pot of cash 
from the Welsh Government. However, that 
money is to be cut and rural health councils, 
such as Montgomeryshire, have been told 
that they are likely to get a smaller amount 
in future. 

Chief officers of the health councils will 
meet to look at a fairer system for sharing 
out the funding. 

Mr David Adams from the Mont¬ 
gomeryshire CHC said the current system 
did not account for the vast distances 
involved in the work of CHC members who 
visit health providers not only in Powys but 
also across the English border in Shropshire 
and Hereford. 

“Our members are all volunteers but they 
do have travelling expenses when they make 
the visits that are such a vital part of the 
work of the CHC,” Mr Adams said. 

“In Gwent in South Wales the CHC there 
deals with five different health providers, in 
Montgomeryshire we have 23.” 

Mr Adams said retaining contacts with 
places like the Royal Shrewsbury and 
Princess Royal hospitals was hugely impor¬ 
tant. 

“Something like 85 per cent of hospital 
care for patients in Montgomery is over the 
border in Shropshire,” he said. 


Speakers include Dr Rachel Pope, 
director of fieldwork and senior lecturer 
in European prehistory at Liverpool Uni¬ 
versity, who will be discussing how hill- 
forts like Old Oswestry functioned in the 
Iron Age. 

Joanna Caruth, of Rescue, the British 
Archaeological Trust, will explore the 
power of community and collaboration in 
protecting our historic environment while 
Dr George Nash, an archaeologist and 
specialist in prehistoric rock art, will 
reveal the story of the Pegasus Stone, one 
of the most recent artefacts uncovered 
within the surrounds of Old Oswestry. 

Bearing the carved image of a horse, it 
is thought to be the handiwork of the hill- 
fort’s earlier Iron Age inhabitants and is 
unlike any other engraved art found in 
southern Britain of this period. 

Petition 

Shropshire Council’s SAMDev plan 
includes proposals for three housing clus¬ 
ters called the Oldport Masterplan which 
would skirt close to the 3,000 year old hill¬ 
fort. 

The development has come under criti¬ 
cism from the heritage community while 
more than 8,000 people have signed a peti¬ 
tion against it. 

Mr John Waine, of HOOOH, said: “There 
has been a surge of registrations for this 
seminar reflecting the deep respect for and 
interest in Old Oswestry in the community. 

“The programme of speakers also shows, 
once again, the high regard in which Old 
Oswestry is held by the academic commu¬ 
nity. We are all looking forward to a fasci¬ 
nating seminar.” 

Doors open at 9.15am for the seminar 
which runs from 10am to 1.30pm. Atten¬ 
dance is free, although organisers are ask¬ 
ing for a £2 donation towards refreshments. 

The exhibition, which will showcase the 
history of Old Oswestry and the campaign 
against development, is open to the public 
from 1.30pm to 5pm. 

Seminar space is limited so early registra¬ 
tion is essential at oldoswestryhillfort.

Sculpture sale helps heroes

A LIFE- sized statue of a disabled special 
services soldier has been created by an 
Oswestry company and will be auctioned for 
charity tomorrow (Friday). 

And following the auction the statue will 
go on display for two months at the Imperial 
War Museum in London. 

The British Ironworks Centre created the 
statue of a disabled British special forces 
soldier injured in Afghanistan to raise funds 
for wounded soldiers. 

The statue will be offered for auction for 
the fund at a black tie Valentine’s Night ball 
organised by the national Pilgrims Bandits 
Charity at the National Motorcycle Museum 
in Birmingham. 

The Pilgrim Bandits was established by a 
small group of Special Forces veterans in 
2007 with the sole aim of inspiring wounded 
soldiers to live life to the full. 

Clive Knowles of British Ironworks, said: 
“The statue has been created, showing a 
British special services soldier with an arti¬ 


ficial leg, by our sculptor Alfie Bradley. Sol¬ 
diers are trained to use their disability to an 
advantage and the subject is using his false 
leg as a rifle support. 

“We have offered the statue for display at 
the Imperial War Museum in London so 
whoever buys the statue will allow it to go 
on display for two months and it will also be 
made available for Shrewsbury Flower 
Show later this year.” 

Mr Bradley, the 23-year-old sculptor, 
moved to Oswestry after spending 20 years 
in France. 

“It’s taken me around two months to cre¬ 
ate the statue using sheets and rods of steel 
and I am very proud of the finished prod¬ 
uct,” he said. 

“We have no idea how much money we 
will raise but it’s going to be a very exciting 
night and for a very deserving cause and we 
are pleased to be able to make this donation 
and honoured that it is to go on display at 
the War Museum.” 


Police in 
plea after 
two hurt 
in crash 

POLICE are seeking wit¬ 
nesses to a road accident 
near Oswestry in which 
two men were injured 
when their car left the 
road. 

The accident happened 
shortly before 7.30pm on 
Friday night along the 
B5069 St Martins to Over- 
ton Road when a green Cit¬ 
roen Xsara crashed into a 
hedge. 

Both the driver and pas¬ 
senger were trapped in the 
badly damaged vehicle. 

The 21-year-old driver 
was taken to the Queen 
Elizabeth Hospital in 
Birmingham with serious 
injuries. 

His condition was 
described as stable. The 
passenger was taken to the 
Royal Shrewsbury Hospi¬ 
tal.

THE lack of housing in rural 
Wales is threatening the 
future of some communities, 
a Welsh Assembly member 
has said. 

Shadow Housing Minister 
Mark Isherwood says he is 
concerned that not enough 
is being done to meet the 
housing needs of rural 
Wales. 

After the Welsh Govern¬ 
ment refused to extend its 
‘Help to Buy Cymru’ scheme 
to rural Wales, Mr Isher¬ 
wood said that rural housing 
was key to the future of 
Wales yet there was a short¬ 
age of affordable homes in 
such areas. 

He said the Joseph Rown- 
tree Foundation report on 
Rural Housing in Wales 
found that a “seismic 
upward shift in provision 
was required to meet the 
need”. 

“The limited supply of 
housing and the difficulty of 
getting on to the property 
ladder is threatening the 
social and cultural sustain¬ 
ability of communities in 
rural Wales. 

“We need more homes for 
rural economy workers to 
keep communities in the 
countryside viable, more 
retirement homes so that 
older people can pass on 
farm holdings to a younger 
generation and new homes 
for first-time buyers and for 
owner-occupiers wanting to 
downsize.”

CALLS for the Government’s

The media has been cam¬ 
paigning for cash to be diverted 
to some of those up to their 
knees in flood water but the 
Prime Minister admits we 
already have the money to deal 
with the crisis.

WILL MY CHILDREN’S WISHES BE TAKEN INTO ACCOUNT IF I SEEK A CONTACT ORDER? 

Q: My wife and I have recently separated. Since the separation I have only seen our two young children once, but I have spoken to them frequently 
and they told me they want to spend more time with me but their mother won’t let them. If I apply to court for a contact order, will the opinions of the 
children be taken into account? 

A: Under the Children’s Act 1989 the children’s welfare is paramount and the court must take certain factors into account before making any decisions 
that will affect them. The court is required to pay particular attention to seven specific factors, to ensure that a consistent approach is taken in all cases. 
This is known as the ‘welfare checklist’ and the ascertainable wishes and feelings of the children (considered in light of their age and understanding) will 
be considered under the checklist. The Court can of course take any other relevant factors into account in reaching a decision, but the checklist is useful 
in understanding how the case will be considered by the court. 

In relation to the wishes of the children, The Court of Appeal has said that there is no age below which a child is considered to have insufficient maturity 
for their views to be taken into account and there are a number of cases in which the court not only considered the wishes of the children, but also 
followed those wishes. 

In the proceedings, a CAFCASS (Children and Family Court Advisory and Support Service) officer may be appointed by the court to consider, amongst 
other things, the children’s wishes and to prepare a (section 7) welfare report for the court. In other words your children’s opinions will be sought and 
then presented to the court. CAFCASS will also have a duty to consider if either parent has influenced the children in their views.

Testing on animals doesn't work 


PEOPLE who are considering con¬ 
tributing to the British Heart Founda¬ 
tion’s forthcoming fundraising day 
deserve to know that their kind dona¬ 
tions could be used to fund vivisection. 

The British Heart Foundation 
(BHF) funds research on animals, and 
the victims of this have included dogs, 
pigs and goats. 

Yet for all the suffering it causes, 
animal research offers little hope of 
advancing medical progress, since fun¬ 
damental differences between species 


mean that the results cannot be reli¬ 
ably applied to humans. 

Dogs, for example, cannot develop 
heart disease by being fed a fatty diet, 
and rodents have a resting heart rate 
that is five times higher than in 
humans. 

There are numerous non-animal 
methods of conducting research into 
heart disease, including the use of eth¬ 
ically-derived human cells, computer 
modelling, microfluidics and high res¬ 
olution scanning. 


The BHF needs to focus solely on 
such techniques, which - unlike ani¬ 
mal experiments - are directly relevant 
to humans.

THE recent forecasts of 
colder temperatures and 
snow warnings across the 
UK will no doubt bring 
increased concern to the 
thousands of people strug¬ 
gling with the costs of heat¬ 
ing their homes.

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Doctor's 
advice on 
avoiding 
norovirus 

PEOPLE in the Oswestry 
area are being urged to fol¬ 
low a few simple steps to 
help them avoid the winter 
vomiting bug. 

Norovirus causes vomit¬ 
ing and diarrhoea, is highly 
contagious and is the most 
common stomach bug in the 
UK. It can affect people of 
all ages so health experts 
from NHS England in 
Shropshire are asking peo¬ 
ple to take care and help 
avoid the spread of the bug. 

By making sure you wash 
your hands thoroughly, espe¬ 
cially after using the toilet, 
will help to decrease your 
chances of becoming unwell. 

Dr Ken Deacon, medical 
director for NHS England in 
Shropshire and Stafford¬ 
shire, said: “Norovirus is not 
usually dangerous and most 
people make a full recovery 
within a couple of days with¬ 
out having to see their GP 

“If a child, or baby, gets 
norovirus it is very impor¬ 
tant to make sure they drink 
plenty of fluids.” 

Each year, some 600,000 
to a million people in the UK 
catch norovirus. The illness 
is sometimes called the ‘win¬ 
ter vomiting bug’ because 
it’s more common in winter. 

NHS England has 
recently launched ‘The ear¬ 
lier, the better’ public aware¬ 
ness campaign, which is 
designed to encourage peo¬ 
ple to nip health problems in 
the bud and avoid unneces¬ 
sary, stays in hospital.

Report on stroke 
patients’ health 

CONSOLIDATING stroke treatment at 
Telford’s Princess Royal Hospital has 
meant improvement in the outcome for 
patients across Shropshire and Mid Wales. 

No stroke victims from mid Wales have 
been negatively affected by having to travel 
longer distances for treatment the Mont¬ 
gomeryshire Community Health Council 
was told last week. 

In the past stroke services had been 
available at the Royal Shrewsbury Hospital 
as well as at the Princess Royal. 

They were temporarily moved to Telford 
due to a shortage of consultants in the sum¬ 
mer, although stroke rehabilitation services 
remain at both sites. 

The arrangement has been kept in place 
for now after hospital officials said it had 
resulted in better outcomes and recovery. 

But more than 12,000 people signed a 
petition calling for stroke and accident and 
emergency services to stay in Shrewsbury 
over concerns about longer journey times.

Hospitals 
to help 
during 
closure 

WELSHPOOL Hospital will 
need to absorb extra 
patients during March as 
Llanidloes Hospital closes 
for major refurbishment. 

There will be 10 fewer 
patient beds across north 
Powys for a month with the 
hospital’s doors closed. 

Montgomeryshire Com¬ 
munity Health Council was 
told last week that patients 
that cannot be cared for at 
home or transferred to a 
nursing home will be moved 
into available beds at Welsh¬ 
pool and Machynlleth hospi¬ 
tals. 

Llanidloes Hospital is due 
to close its in patient serv¬ 
ices on March 3 for a month, 
while contractors move in to 
deal with asbestos in the 
boiler room and renew the 
electrics and make other 
improvements. 

Day patients including 
mothers to be will still be 
able to make appointments, 
Mr Jason Crowl, from Powys 
Teaching Health Board said. 

“We have identified five 
beds at Welshpool and five at 
Machynlleth that would be 
available,” Mr Crowl said. 

“Because of the difficul¬ 
ties with distance to 
Machynlleth, we will be 
looking to transfer up to five 
patients, to Welshpool, all on 
the same day,” he said. 

“We will have a reduction 
of 10 beds across the area for 
the month of March.”

RAF bomber

He was jailed, placed on the sex offenders’ 
register and was also made the subject of a 
10-year sexual offences prevention order 
(Sopo) which prevents him from being alone 
with girls under 16. 

The crown court hearing was told that 
Makker had started regularly communicat¬ 
ing with the girls by text message and that 
the texts had become more sexual in tone 
over time. 

Makker had then taken the girls to his 
house in Church Street, Welshpool, where 
he simulated sex acts. 

Distressed 

One of the girls suffered an injury follow¬ 
ing the assault and the court was told the 
two victims had been left distressed and 
confused. This had, the hearing was told, 
added to their pre-existing vulnerabilities. 

Mrs Anna Pope, prosecuting, said the 
matter came to light when one of the girls 
informed her mother what had gone on. 

Mr Simon Rogers, for Makker, said his 
client had not gone out looking for under¬ 
aged girls, but had taken advantage of a sit¬ 
uation that presented itself to him. 

Judge Niclas Parry said it was a very seri¬ 
ous matter where Makker had taken advan¬ 
tage of the friendship of the girls. 

He told Makker: “You knew that they 
were only 14. You were eight years older 
than them.”

Move to get businesses 
to help provide services

POWYS County Council is to drive ahead 
with proposals to get more Welshpool 
community groups, organisations, busi¬ 
nesses and the town council to take on 
responsibility for services. 

Welshpool Town Council has already 
adopted a number of public services in the 
town, but other organisations and busi¬ 
nesses are also to be asked to consider help¬ 
ing as the county council seeks to make 
savings of £40million. 

The council’s cabinet is launching a new 
initiative to work with community groups 
and organisations to help them take respon¬ 
sibility for delivering some local services. 
Other communities in Montgomeryshire will 
also be approached. 

“Local government is changing and some 
services that are currently provided by 
county councils will have to be delivered by 
others or may disappear altogether,” said 
Leader Councillor Barry Thomas.

“But, to ensure that the services commu¬ 
nities want to retain are preserved we have 
to work with them and make sure that they 
have the resources and information needed 
to maintain service delivery. We have seen 
with the recent discussions over public toi¬ 
lets that it is difficult for local organisations 
to take over responsibilities for services 
without a clear idea of what is involved. 

“The current financial pressures mean we 
will be asking community councils, business 
groups and voluntary organisations to take 
on an even greater role. For them to succeed 
they need time to assess the financial and 
organisational implications. 

“As a result we intend delaying full imple¬ 
mentation of the toilet transfer initiative, 
the savings are still needed so those toilets 
already closed will remain closed and those 
discussions nearing a conclusion will be 
finalised.”

Jean said: “Jill Reese- 
Jones, the Red Cross volun¬ 
teer, came round each week 
for nearly two months, and 
she and mum would start 
belting out golden oldies 
with gusto - anything from 
My Old Man’s A Dustman to 
I’m Forever Blowing Bub¬ 
bles. 

Responsive 

“The visits helped mum 
immensely because they 
stimulated her brain, mak¬ 
ing her much more respon¬ 
sive. After Jill called, she 
seemed to be on an adrena¬ 
line high, really alert and 
chatty.” 

The sessions helped so 
much that both Jean and 
visiting support workers 
have also started singing to 
encourage Marjorie to com¬ 
plete daily tasks. 

Jean said: “When mum is 
confused or exhausted, we’ll 
just sing out. 

“She always joins in, and 
afterwards seems more 
grounded and able to 
respond to simple requests. 

“It’s so nice; you can see 


mum glowing with satisfac¬ 
tion when she’s been able to 
do something independently. 

“I’m so grateful to the 
Red Cross - and of course, 
the irrepressible Jill.” 

The home from hospital 
service is available to people 
who need a little extra help 
following a stay in hospital. 

“This may be practical 
support such as collecting 
prescriptions, help with 
shopping or a lift to an 
appointment, but also com¬ 
panionship and confidence 
building. 

Grace Cookson, service 
manager, said: “We’re 
delighted Jill has helped 
Marjorie and her daughter. 
Something as simple as hav¬ 
ing someone to talk to - or 
sing with - can make a huge 
difference. 

“The support of our vol¬ 
unteers can be vital in help¬ 
ing people readjust to life at 
home after a stay in hospital 
and support family members 
or carers.”

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Plea for 
crossings 
near site 
of school 

A HEADTEACHER has 
called for new pedestrian 
crossings to be set up near 
his school amid fears speed¬ 
ing cars are putting pupils in 
danger. 

Douglas Robb of the inde¬ 
pendent Oswestry School 
has proposed three sites for 
new crossings in the town to 
make the daily trip to school 
safer for youngsters, their 
parents and staff. 

The idea was due to be 
discussed by members of 
Oswestry Town Council’s 
development and planning 
committee last night. 

The sites for crossings 
suggested by Mr Robb 
include Welsh Walls to cater 
for pupils and staff who walk 
between the senior school 
and Bellan House. 

A second crossing is sug¬ 
gested for Church Street 
between the Wynnstay 
Hotel and Bellan House, and 
Mr Robb also wants a per¬ 
manent pedestrian crossing 
outside the school gates 
across to the school’s playing 
fields at Maes-Y-Llan. 

Oswestry School has a 
main campus at Upper 
Brook Street and a junior 
campus at Bellan House in 
Church Street. 

The school has an 
arrangement with the 
Wynnstay Hotel for parents 
to park there while they 
drop children off, leading to 
“a large number” of people 
crossing on school days with 
children as young as four. 


Residents invited to put 
the police under scrutiny 


POLICE in Powys dealt with 48 com¬ 
plaints about the force in the last three 
months of last year. 

Now the Dyfed Powys force is looking for volun¬ 
teers to scrutinise its complaints process and be part 
of a panel which will examine public complaint files 


and recommend improve¬ 
ments to the its system. 

It receives around 700 
complaints every year on 
matters such as neglect of 
duty, oppressive conduct, 
incivility and lack of fair¬ 
ness. 

From October-Decem- 
ber last year there were 
203 complaints received, 
including 48 in Powys and 
46 at force HQ. 

Trust 

The Residents’ Panel, 
being created by Police and 
Crime Commissioner 
Christopher Salmon, will 
consider a number of files 
four times a year. 

Mr Salmon said: “The 
people of Carmarthenshire, 
Ceredigion, Pembrokeshire 
and Powys must trust the 
police; one way of building 
that trust is for the public 
themselves to scrutinise 
the complaints process. 

“The volunteers I seek 
will be enthusiastic about 
improving policing. They 
will have communication 
skills, will be able to inter¬ 
pret detailed information

and will have experience of 
reviewing or developing 
services, and evaluating 
performance. 

“They will be eager to 
challenge and make bal¬ 
anced judgements. ” 

Panel members will be 
over 18, preferably living in 
Dyfed-Powys and must not 
be, or have been, on a police 
force payroll. 

After training, they will 
review randomly selected 
police complaint files and 
will consider whether, in 
their view, complaints were 
dealt with fairly. 

The panel’s brief may be 
broadened in future. 

Panel meetings to discuss 
issues raised will take place 
at a time and place conven¬ 
ient to the volunteers. 

This could include 
evening or weekend meet¬ 
ings. 

Expenses will be paid to 
the volunteers.

A PARTNERSHIP between a Shropshire 
specialist college and a town’s police team 
is proving a success, organisers have said.

Four officers, including Inspector Siob- 
han Edwards and Sergeant Paul Hughes, 
made a reciprocal visit to the college where 
they met tutors and the students - some of 
whom have cerebral palsy, autism, Down’s 
syndrome. Sergeant Hughes said: “The 
partnership has broadened our knowledge 
immensely. We’ve been able to put ourselves 
in the position of the young adults, and try 
to see things from their perspective. 

“This has allowed us to fully appreciate 
the difficulties they may face when commu¬ 
nication is often difficult for them.”

Miss Jones added: “The sentencing guide¬ 
lines are terribly subjective and open to 
interpretation - and they hold back the 
judges from making the decisions that, in 
all justice, need to be made. 

“The average sentence served by drivers 
who kill or seriously injure another human 
being - a mother, father or child - while 
driving is 11 months. 

“If there is a need for legislation, I hope 
that the Government will bring it forward.” 

Miss Jones said she was pleased to hear 
the Government said it would look closely 
at the legislative framework relating to seri¬ 
ous driving offences, and is considering 
whether the current maximum penalties 
reflect the seriousness of offending behav¬ 
iour. 

She added: “We are certainly not there 
yet with our campaign.

THE pounding rain, strong winds and violent 
storms which have struck the county during 
the past week have all taken their toll on The 
Green Man. 

The sculpture, which stands in the grounds of the 
Sweeney Hall Hotel, on the A483 just outside Oswestry, was 
created in April 2007 by chainsaw sculptor Andy Hancock. 


He came over from his hon 
carving a face into a dead 
horse chestnut tree. 

The artist, who specialises 
in working on both fallen 
and standing dead trees, 
painted the face green and 
made two of its branches 
into arms - one of which 
appeared to be holding a 
giant conker. 

Back then, the tree was so 
strong that Mr Hancock 
would sit on one of its 
branches. 

However, following the 
recent bad weather - and 
constant exposure to the ele¬ 
ments - both of the Green 
Man’s arms have fallen off, 
leaving just the trunk and 
what remains of the Green 
Man’s face. 

But the artist remained 
positive, despite the Green 
Man’s obvious ill-health. 

“There is no doubt that 
the work has had a good 
run,” he said from his home 
in the US, “even surviving a 
malicious attack by fire and 
the great British weather. 

“But things must come to 
an end.” 

Mr Hancock suggested 
the remaining tree could be

cut back and used as a plinth 
for a more resilient artwork. 

“I would love to do 
another,” he added, “but the 
money just doesn’t seem to 
be around to create such 
things.” 

Among his other works, 
Australian-born Mr Han¬ 
cock created a water sculp¬ 
ture outside the Powysland 
Museum in Welshpool. 

He said: “The green man 
was conceived, like a lot of 
my work, through opportu¬ 
nity being the mother of 
invention. 

“I had quite a number of 
calls the day following the 
tree’s initial damage from a 
storm when the entire top 
broke off. Horse chestnut 
trees are lucky to survive 
into really old age as they 
are not resilient to weather 
and disease and this one had 
gone the way of many. 

“When I saw the tree I 
saw a face that was trying to 
be ferocious but had a smile 
underneath - an old man of 
the forest.”

Part of Shropshire Newspapers Ltd 
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Company 
to invest 
in cheese 
factory 

AN Oswestry cheese packing 
factory is set to open two 
new lines as part of a £9 mil¬ 
lion investment by dairy 
firm Aria. 

The company plans to 
build two high-speed pack¬ 
ing lines at its Oswestry fac¬ 
tory as it pushes its Anchor 
Cheddar brand. 

Aria spokeswoman Lisa 
Attenborough said the new 
lines were in the planning 
stages at the moment and no 
details had been finalised 
yet. 

She said: “The invest¬ 
ment in Oswestry is for two 
high-speed packing lines. 

“This is based on orders 
already placed and also to 
specifically support the roll 
out of Anchor Cheddar. 

“This investment reflects 
our commitment to develop¬ 
ing a cheese business for the 
future.” 

It is hoped the new pack¬ 
ing lines in Oswestry will 
help improve sales of Anchor 
Cheddar. The brand was res¬ 
urrected in April last year 
after a four-year absence 
from the supermarket 
shelves. 

Aria is targeting £50m in 
sales for the brand by the 
end of 2014, and hopes to 
achieve up to £100m in 
2017. 

The two new Oswestry 
packing lines are part of a 
wider investment of £243m 
across Aria’s global opera¬ 
tions.

OSWESTRY Town Football 
Club, one of the oldest football 
clubs in the world, with roots 
going back to 1860 . 

It is a claim which used to be made in 
the club programme and on its products, 
and is still made by various sources, 
which trace the Town’s origins to the for¬ 
mation of Oswestry United in that year. 

But if researcher and historian Mike 
Clarke is right, the claim is wrong and 
those histories will have to be rewritten. 

“My records show United was formed 
in 1893, not 1860 as is often quoted. 
United came into being after the demise 
of Oswestry FC, who where founded in 
September 1875 and disbanded in the 
1891/2 season,” Mike says. 

Loaned 

Mike got in touch after we published a 
photo of the Oswestry United team 
which won the Welsh Cup in the 1906 to 
1907 season. We had asked where the pic¬ 
ture - loaned by John Lythe of Whitting¬ 
ton - had been taken. 

“It was in front of the old pavilion at 
the Cricket Field, Victoria Road, which 
was much the same into the 1950s,” Mike 
told us. Now, back to the Oswestry 
Town/Oswestry United story. 

“United came about due to the amal¬ 
gamation of the Old Boys and Harriers 
clubs. Like Oswestry FC they played in 
the Shropshire League, with early games 
in Jennings Road and Park Drive. 

“The club was disbanded a few games 
into 1914 and this proved to be the end 
of the United club. 

“Football started again in 1919. 
Returning servicemen formed Oswestry 
Comrades, who entered the North Wales 
Alliance, playing at Penylan Lane when 
the cricket field was unavailable. 

“In January 1920 the Mayor chaired a 
meeting of sportsmen to consider reviv¬ 
ing the United club. It proved to be neg¬ 
ative, but a new club was born, to be 


known as Oswestry Town. They kicked off 
inl920/21 in the North Wales Alliance and 
the following season, 1921/22, they entered 
the newly-formed Welsh National League. 

So how does Mike know all this? 

“I am local and was involved with 
Oswestry Town at Victoria Road and later at 
Park Hall when the club resurfaced in 1993. 
This date for 1860 came out around the time 
of the Taylor report into safety at stadiums 
and the date at that time would have made 
the club 125 years old, a nice number to 


launch a new stand appeal. I made inquires 
at the club at the time as to where this date 
had come from, but no one was forthcoming. 

“Subsequently the date was used on our 
programme and club products. I was never 
happy with this date. It went against any¬ 
thing that had been seen or found before and 
all earlier club claims were for 1876. 

“Back in 1997 a friend and fellow commit¬ 
tee member found in 1909 records an article 
that gave us the founding date of September 
1875. The meeting at the Queens Hotel was 


attended by the cricket club and others. 
Association rules were adopted and first offi¬ 
cers elected with playing subscriptions set. 

“A month later the Oswestry club was 
playing, and the town of Oswestry associa¬ 
tion with the Welsh FA and Welsh football 
started with our entry into the very first 
Welsh Cup Competition in 1877.” 

So there you have it - the gauntlet is 
thrown down to anyone to come up with 
information to substantiate the claim 
Oswestry Town’s roots go back to 1860.

Housing 
plan gets 
go-ahead 
on appeal 

A HOUSING development 
will be built in Gobowen 
despite local councillors’ 
objections. 

A planning inspector has 
given his blessing to a pro¬ 
posal for up to 15 homes at 
The Tilings in Whittington 
Road, Gobowen. 

The ruling overturns the 
decision of both Shropshire 
councillors and members of 
Selattyn and Gobowen 
Parish Council. 

Shropshire Council’s 
north planning committee 
decided last May that allow¬ 
ing the application to go 
ahead would lead to “spo¬ 
radic, unsustainable devel¬ 
opment in the countryside”. 

But the decision was 
against the advice of the 
council’s own planning offi¬ 
cers and the applicant, Mrs 
Sarah Jones, then went to 
appeal. 

Planning inspector Clive 
Whitehouse has now ruled 
that outline planning per¬ 
mission should be granted. 

Mr Whitehouse said in his 
appeal ruling the council’s 
policy to restrict housing 
development outside a 
defined settlement boundary 
was out-of-date because the 
council did not have a five- 
year supply of deliverable 
housing sites. 

He added: “The site would 
extend the built-up area of 
the village and would there¬ 
fore not be detached or spo¬ 
radic development in an 
isolated position.” 


Winter animal watching 
will always be a challenge 


WATCHING mammals in winter is always 
going to be a challenge. 

I write this as the first snow flurries flutter 
past my studio window. 

I’ve just returned from my dog’s morning consti¬ 
tutional, and aside from him, my mammal observa¬ 
tions for the day stand at one - a herd of Hereford 
cattle. 

“It never used to be like this”, they say in one form 
or another relating to the weather. 

And indeed I was lucky enough to once claim that 
in relation to my own life, winters were rather dif¬ 
ferent for me. None of the floods, but plenty more 
snow and ice. 

In the mid 1990s I found myself with bags packed 
and ready to embark on a new adventure into the 
American West. 

It wasn’t that we were travelling especially from 
soggy old England, for I was in fact living on the East 
Coast of the USA at the time and although we never 
went ‘abroad’ for the duration of our stay, spanning 
several years - who needs to go abroad when you 
have the whole of the US at your disposal? That is 
certainly true if you’re into wildlife. 

Expanse 

Outside Africa and India, America has without 
doubt some of the most spectacular wildlife species 
on the planet, bears, wolves, bison, moose, deer, rat¬ 
tlesnakes, ‘lions’ etc etc. 

However within that vast expanse of wilderness 
and patchwork of states, we were heading for the 
greatest; (wildlife-speaking) Montana. 

Home to Yellowstone National Park it is a haven 
for wildlife and wildlife enthusiasts. 

But it has another less glamorous park ensconced 
within its boundaries; Glacier. 

As the name suggests, Glacier National Park is 
best visited in winter and having been lucky enough 
to visit Yellowstone the year before the species my 
family and I wanted to tick off were bighorn sheep 
and mountain goats. 

The trouble with viewing either of these is that the

former blends in perfectly with its rocky habitat and 
the latter is invisible in the snow; in short, no easy 
task. 

A year earlier we had suffered a truly arctic winter 
in New England with several feet of snow outside the 
front door. However this year we had got off lightly 
with just 10 inches or so. 

It was still fittingly cold and icy in Glacier and as 
we hiked up the valley sides, realising that keeping 
an eye out for wildlife was tricky when you had to 
pay careful attention to your every foot placement 
on snow and ice. 

Finally we reached a break in the trees and looked 
out across the valley. 

On the far side there was a sheer mountain wall, 
peppered with white patches of snow that had man¬ 
aged to cling on somehow. And if you kept your eyes 
fixed on the larger patches, every so often a tawny 
figure would cross it and continue; Bighorns. 

Death-defying doesn’t even come close in describ¬ 
ing their antics on these vertical rock walls, espe¬ 
cially when it was icy underfoot. And yet we probably 
wouldn’t have seen them if it wasn’t. 

However the mountain goats had eluded us. We 
trudged back to the car, whereupon we found we had 
drawn quite a gathering. People seemed to be peering 
round our parked vehicle and taking photos. I know 
the Americans are odd but.... We peered round as 
Dad unlocked the car. A family of mountain goats 
were grazing next to the engine on one of the only 
snow-free patches of ground nearby. Two winter 
mammals for the price of one.

So it’s no surprise to see Peugeot giving their 
already popular 5008 a makeover to ensure its not 
only one of the most spacious and practical con¬ 
tenders, but also one of the best looking. 

A spacious cabin and user-friendly, flexible seat¬ 
ing, together with very competitive pricing mean 
buyers should take a good look before making a 
choice. 

The seven-seater 5008 benefits from a contem¬ 
porary new look and additional equipment and 
higher specification combines high-driving position 


with comfort levels for all occupants The 5008 is 
the latest model in the brand's line-up to benefit 
from a comprehensive makeover featuring signifi¬ 
cant external changes. 

Key to the 5008's appeal will be the latest family 
‘face 1 with the striking ‘floating 1 front grille that's 
already proved such a hit with buyers choosing the 
recently-launched Peugeot 208 and 2008. 

It’s distinguished by redesigned headlamps with 
a bold new LED signature. 

Prices start from £18,800 with the Access 1.6-litre

Inside there’s plenty of room for seven if you 
account for the kids sitting at the back and just like 
all the other competition in this sector oceans of 
storage space in door and central pockets. 

The diesel produces impressive C02 figures of

135g/km and combined fuel figures of 54mpg. It’s 
no slouch either with a top speed of 115mph though 
getting to 62mph will take you nearly 13 seconds - 
a bit disappointing. 

I have become a fan of Peugeot’s six speed man¬ 
ual box so was pleased not to be testing the auto¬ 
matic version. 

There’s no shortage of safety aids on board with 
air bags all round, ABS with emergency brake 
assist, ESP and ASR and Peugeot’s impressive 
snow motion system available on the Allure. 

There’s a space saver spare wheel which I sup¬ 
pose is better than the emergency kits on some 
models, though give me a real spare any day. The 
5008 also has a full alarm and deadlock system to 
keep burglars at bay which has helped the model 
secure a five star Euro NCAP rating. 

Front and rear parking assistance is supple¬ 
mented by a reversing camera indicating the outline 
of the vehicle using coloured markings. 

But the piece of real magic for me was the heads-

up display on the driver’s screen giving the speed 
of the vehicle and the distance from the vehicle in 
front. I’m a mug for a gimmick and they don’t come 
much better than this. It should be standard on all 
cars because it means the driver’s eyes stay on the 
road ahead. 

Would I buy the 5008? Yes. There’s a lot of com¬ 
petition in this sector but this Peugeot is up there 
with the best.
